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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The claims have been amended such that the sample solution is limited to being a "homogeneous liquid". First, 
the passage at page 8, lines 6-1 1 does not contain literal support for the phrase "homogeneous liquid" raising the possibility that the 
amendment adds new matter. Furthermore, the limitation was not considered in prosecution prior to final rejection and, therefore, entry of 
the amendment would necessitate a new search and reconsideration of the art to determine patentability of the claims as a whole. . 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant traverses the rejection under 35 (JSC 
§1 03(a) on the grounds that the art fails to teach the step of placing a homogeneous liquid sample solution into the material delivery 
system and a pressure at the sprayer's outlet of about 1 atm as now recited in the amended claims. However, as the amendments have 
not been entered, these arguments are moot with respect to the presently pending claims. .
